Bis life was an eventful one. His 


thrilling escape from a southern prison 
reads like a romance. Many of the 
readers of THE GAZETTE have heard 
the story from Judge Conley's own 
lips, when he delivered it to interested 
audiences. 
Ha was captured at Ply- 


mouth, N. C., and was placed in prison 
at Macon, Ga., when he later was 
transferred to Charleston, where, with 
eighteen other prisoners, he was placed 
•under the fire of the northern guns 
that were bombarding the city. Es 
capiBg from the guards, with two 
other comrades, they passed through 
Son'h Carolina, North Carolina and 
T-nneasee. After 40 days with count- 
Itu wardships and peri's they cam" 
within the northern lines at Knox 
ville. He was a brave soldier with 
courageous endurance Among his char 
acteristics are these: Simple, refined 
tastes, abiding fidelity and a genial 
disposition. Ha loved his Master and 
His cause. His life of service in our 
midst will abide in our hearts and in 
our memories. He leaves his wife and 
two daughters, Miss Emma Conley and 
Mrs Walter Schell,of Schellsburg; and 
his two sisters, Mrs Hiram Black- 
Vnrn, of Fishertown, and Mrs Sarah 
Borers, of New Paria.

Mr Hoblitzell was 


noted for his amiab'e disposition and 
liberality to the poor; he was always

He had many excellent traits that 


endeared h!m to a multitude of friends 
Amorg railroad officials and employees 
he was exceedingly popular and was 
probably better known among this 
class of people than any other person 
in louthern Pennsylvania. 


Mr. Hoblitzell had been an invalid 


for several years but continued to at- 
tend to business duties until Tuesday 
evening, the 19th inst, when he sud- 
denly became unconscious while in 
his office and was taken at once to his 
residence, where he remained in that 
condition until the end. His depart- 
ure was calm and peaceful and when 
G'd's white-winged messengers ap- 
proached he passed from this world 
into eternity "like ore who wraps 
the drapery of his couch about him 
and lies down to pleasant dreams." 


The deceased was a member of the 


Hyndman school board, a director of 
the Hoblitzell National Bank of Hynd- 
man, 
and the Leatherbury Shoe Co., of 


Clarksburg, W. Va. He was also a 
member of Hyndman Lodge No. 483 
K of P ; Hyndman Lodge No. 589, F 
and A M ; Hebron Chapter No. 277, 
Royal Arch Masons, of Meyersdale; 
Tancrcd Commandery No. 48, Knightt, 
Templar, and Syria Temple of NobleF 
of the Mystic Shrine, both of Pitts- 
bu'g, and Lodge No 63, B P. 0.

One Hundred and Eighty-Four Lives 


Lost at Cheswick, 


H A R R O W I N G SCENES. 


Distinguished Mining; Engineer Killed— 


Brave Rescuers— Disaster Near Crip- 


ple Creek. 


One of the most disastrous explosio-s 


the country has ever known occurred 
at the bottom of one of the shafts in 
the Harwick mine of the Allegheny 
Coal company at Cheswick, 16 miles 
from Pittsburg, at 7 o'clock Monday 
morning, when between 180 and 190 
men were entombed. Only one man 
was taken out alive, the total loss of 
life being 184. 
The main shaft into 


the mine, 220 feet deep, was made use- 
less by the explosion, which hurled 
both cages, one of which was within 
30 feet of tbe bottom of the shaft, 
through the tipple, 30 feet above the 
surface. 


The work of rescue was begun at 


once and men, risking life 
and 


limb for the sake of the victims, went 
down into the mine, often to ba driven 
back bv the foul air. 
Deep in the 


mine's dense gloom, their only glim- 
mer of light the flicker of a safety 
lamp, rescuers groped their way on the 
gruesome mission of gathering the 
fragments of human bodies. Among 
the rescuers was Selwyn M. Taylor, a 
distinguished Pittsburg mining en- 
gineer, who laid out the Cheswick 
mine. 
Mr. Taylor was overcome by 


the gas and died an hour after making 
tbe descent. 


The scenes within the mine were 


most harrowing. At the first heading 
human forms were piled high, while 
remnants of what were one time living 
men were scattered in profusion 
As 


the miners at work clearing the open- 
ings entered the headings and rooms 
they found blood 
spattered every- 


where. 
Burned corpses, broken and 


shattered limbs, skulls and flesh were 
in such profusion as to render the 
chambers of death uninhabitable for 
more than a half hour at the farth- 
est. 
Rescuing parties entered 
the 


mine and emerged and other miners, 
coming from a distance, wubld 
and see; take off their coats and say: 


Let me into the bucket!" Fire-damp 


caused the death of the miners. 


ANOTHER ACCIDENT 


Another terrible mining accident 


happened in Stratton's Independence 
mine, near Cripple Creek, Cjl., on 
Tuesday, when 14 men were instantly 
killed and their bodies mutilated be 
yond identification. 


A gang of 15 was on its way from 


the workings below to a cage, which 
traveled at a rapid speed. The ma- 
chinery became deranged and the en 
gineer found himself helpless to stop 
the progress of the car as it approach- 
ed the top of the shaft. The cage 
rushed up to the top of the structure, 
crashing into the heavy baams, when 
the cable broke, precipitating 14 men 
1,500 feet to the bottom of the shaft 
Two of the men managed to grasp iron 
bars at the top andheldon. Oae, how- 
ever, was killed and the other badly 
crushed. The descent of the cage was 
like a lightning flash. The bodies of 
the men presented a sickening sight, 
aims, legs and heads being torn away, 
while the surrounding walls were be 
spattered with their blood.

Schellsbnrg were shocked by the sad 
news of the death of Judge Isaiah Con- 
Icy. In his death Bedford county lost 
one of her best citizens. Until about 
oca week before his death he had en- 
j ved hia usual health, when an attack 
fif !a grippe rapidly reduced his vigor. 
The prostration was so severe that bin 
system never rallied from the attack. 
W! en his friends looked for improve- 
ment the sad story reached their 
horces. 


He was born in Napier township on 


June 20,1830. His parents were Allen 
and Margaret McGrew Conley. His 
father had settled in Napier township 
af-er removal from M:ffiin ccunty. His 
youth was spent on his father's farm 
and early in life he engaged in teach- 
ing school. In 1354 he established a 
store at Schellsburg, remaining there 
ftr srveral years, after which he took 
»p a similar business in the borough of 
S mfrset 
His marriage to Miss C»rri° 


A Miller, at Bedford, occurred on Nc- 
v mber 13,1857. 


Tbe outbreak of the civil war called 


for volunteers and on February 20,1862, 
Judge Conley enlisted for three years 
with the 101st Regiment, as a 2d 
lieutenant. 
Within a year, January 


31, 1363, be was promoted as a 1st 
lieutenant and again, May 18, 1865, he 
was commissioned aa a captain. He 
was mustered out on June 25, 1865,hav- 
ing served 
three yeare 
and nine 


months. 


After the close of the war he return- 


ed to his early home and resumed the

me-cantile business in Schellsburg. 
This be continued until Febrnary,1901, 
when he withdrew from business. 


His life was one of activity. In 1896

thrilling escape from » southern prison 
reads like a romance. Many of the 
readers of THE GAZETTE have heard 
the story from Judge Conley's own 
lips, when he delivered it to interested 
audiences. He was captured at Ply- 
mouth, N. C., and was placed m prison 
at Macon, G»., when he later was 
transferred to Charleston, where, with 
eighteen other prisoners, he was placed 
under the fire of the northern guns 
that were bombarding the city. Es 
caping from the guards, with two 
other comrades, they passed through 
Sou-a Carolina, North Carolina and 
Ti-nnesses. After 40 days with eount- 
Itsj wardships and peri s they cam' 
within the northern lines at Knox 
ville. He was a brave soldier with 
courageous endurance Among his char- 
acteristics are these: Simple, refined 
tastes, abiding fidelity and a genial 
disposition. Ha loved his Master and 
His cause. His life of service in on*- 
midst will abide in our hearts and in 
our memories. He leaves his wife and 
two daughters, Miss Emma Conley and 
Mrs Walter Schell.of Schellsburg; and 
bis two sisters, Mrs Hiram Black- 
burn, of Fisbertown, and Mrs Sarah 
Borers, of New Paris.

Lost at Cheswick, 


H A R R O W I N G SCENES. 


Distinguished Mining Engineer Killed— 


Brave Kesoners— Disaster Near Crip- 


ple Creek. 


One of the most disastrousexplcsio"s 


the country has ever known occurred 
at the bottom of one of the shafts in 
the Harwick mine of the Allegheny 
Coal company at Cheswick, 16 miles 
from Pittsburg, at 7 o'clock Monday 
morning, when between 180 and 180 
men were entombed. Only one man 
was taken out alive, the total loss of 
life being 184. The main shaft into 
the mine, 220 feet deep, was made use- 
less by the explosion, which hurled 
both cages, one of which wss within 
30 feet of tbe bottom of the shaft, 
through the tipple, 30 feet above the 
surface. 


The work of rescue was begun at 


once and 
men, risking 
life 
and 


limb for the «ake of the victims, went 
down into the mine, often to be driven 
back bv the foul air. 
Deep in the 


mine's dense gloom, their only glim- 
mer of light the flicker of a safety 
lamp, rescuers groped their way on tho 
gruesome mission of gathering the 
fragments of human bodies. Among 
the rescuers was Selwyn M. Taylor, a 
distinguished Pittsburg mining en- 
gineer, who laid out the Cheswick 
mine. 
Mr. Taylor was overcome by 


the gas and died an hour after making 
the descent. 


The scenes within the mine were 


most harrowing. At the first heading 
human forms were piled high, while 
remnants of what were one time living 
men were scattered in profusion. As 
the miners at work clearing the open- 
ings entered the headings and rooms 
they found blood 
spattered every- 


where. 
Burned corpses, broken and 


shattered limbs, skulls and flesh were 
in Borh profusion as to render the 
chambers of death uninhabitable for 
more than a half hour at the farth - 
eat. 
Rescuing parties entered 
the 


mine and emerged and other miners, 
coming from a distance, wdbld com. 
and see; takeoff their coats and say: 
'Let me into the bucket!" Fire-damp 
caused the death of the miners. 


ANOTHER ACCIDENT 


Another terrible mining accident 


happened in Stratton's Independence 
mine, near Cripple Creek, Col., on 
Tuesday, when 14 men were instantly 
killed and their bodies mutilated be- 
yond identification. 


A gang of 15 was on its way from 


the workings below to a cage, which 
traveled at a rapid speed. The ma- 
chinery became deranged and the en 
gineer found himself helpless to stop 
the progress of the car as it approach- 
ed the top of the shaft. The cage 
rushed up to the top of the structure, 
crashing into the heavy bjarns, when 
the cable broke, precipitating 14 men 
1,500 feet to the bottom of the shaft. 
Two of the men managed to grasp iron 
bars at the top and held on. One, how- 
ever, was killed and the other badly 
crushed. The descent of the cage was 
like a lightning flash. The bodies of 
the men presented a sickening sight, 
arms, legs and heads being torn away, 
while the surrounding walls were be 
spattered with their blood.

WASHINGTON, January 26 —The Dem- 


ocrats of the house of representatives, 
under the able leadership of the Hon. 
John Sharp Williams, are lining up ia 
solid array against the Republican 
party and all it stand* for. The Dem- 
ocratic party in this honse is going to 
stand for something besides negation, 
something besides mere obstruction of 
Republican tactics. Hitherto, this has 
been the height of the ambition of the 
Democratic floor leader. If he could 
line up the Democrats to oppose any- 
thing that the Republicans suggested 
he seemed satisfied and let matters go 
at that. Not so with John Sharp Wil- 
liams 
He wants the Democratic party 


to stand for something positive and to 
place tha Republican party on the de- 
fensive, and he intends to do so if tho 
Democrats who are the leaders of tbe 
party on the floor of the house will 
back him up in his intentions. 


Ha will have a conference once a 


week with the leading Democratic 
mpmbar on every committee in the 
house and ascertain exactly what is 
coming out of the committee ard what 
is before it in the shape of legislation. 
If any cf the legislation is worthy of 
consideration frjm a parly standpoints 
meeting of all the Democratic members 
of the committee will be called and R 
fight opened up on the Republ'can 
measure and a substitute offered and 
fought for with might and main.

for his men. I issued to them the same 
provisions -\\liich Slierid.ui had cap- 
tured.
